Congress puts auto 
bailout vote on hold; fate 
of auto workers uncertain

WASHINGTON Democratic leaders in 
Congress sidetracked legislation to bail out 
the auto industry Thursday and demanded 
the Big Three develop a plan assuring the 
monev would make them economically 

w 

viable. 

‘^Until they show us the plan, we cannot 
show them the money, Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi (D-(."alif.) said at a hastily called news 
conference in the (Capitol. 

She and Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev) said (Congress would return 
to work in early December to vote on 
legislation if General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler produce an acceptable plan. 

llie decision averted a likelv defeat of 
legislation providing S25 billion in loans 
for the industty Reid and Pelosi said there 
was no plan in circulation that could pass 
both houses of Congress and win President 
Bush’s approval. 

While the decision headed off the defeat 
of one bilk it did not necessarily translate 
into passage of a different one. 

As a result, the fate of hundreds of 
thousands of auto workers and even ot 
an iconic American industry hang in the 
balance. 

riie chief executives of the Big Three 
automakers appealed personally to 
lawmakers for the loans this week, and 
warned that their industrv^ might collapse

Pelosi stressed that whatever the Big 
Three provided to Congress, it must 
show they had a plan for “viability and 
accountability,” meaning that they were 
transforming their industry in a w^ay that 
it would become competitive, and that 
they were clear about how the federal loan 
money was used.

ATLANTA A little less “Pm Lovin’ It” could 
put a significant dent tn the problem of cliild- 
hood obesity; suggests a new' study that tries 
to measure the effect ofTV fast-food ads. 

A ban on such commercials w^ould reduce 
the number of obese young children by 18 
percent, and the number of obese older kids 
by 14 percent, researchers found. 

They also suggested that ending an 
advertising expense tax deduction for 
fast-food restaurants could mean a slight 
reduction in childhood obesity 

Some experts say it’s the fli'st national study 
to show fast- food T\^ commercials have such 
a large effect on childhood obesity. A 2006 
Institute of Medicine report suggested a 
link, but concluded proof was lacking. 

“Our study provides evidence ol that link,” 
said study co-author Michael Grossman, an 
economics professor at City University!' of 
New" York. 

The Study has important implications 
for the effectiveness of regulating I V 
advertising, said Lisa Pow^ell, a researcher 
at the University of Illinois at Chicago’s 
Institute for Health Research and Policy She 
was not involved in the research. 

The researchers used a statistical test that 
presumes TV ads lead to obesity but made 
calculations to address other influences such 
as income and die number of nearby fast- food 
restaurants. ITiey also took steps to account 
for tlie possibility that some children may 
already have been overweight and inactive 
regardless of their PV-watc hi ng habits. 

Grossman said it’s possible that some 
families benefit from advertising by finding 
out wTat restaurants are nearby and what 
they’re serving. *A lot of people consume 
fast food in moderate amounts and it doesn’t 
harm their health,” he said.

Confronting racism 
in three small steps 

Feel that niuldcultural magic in the air? 

Hope and optimism about race relations jire almost palpable as we 
count down the days to Jam 20, the day Barack Obama will be inau- 
gurated as this country's first black president. 

It will be a history-making moment in more than one way accord- 
ing to recent polls, which suggest his win already has ushered in sig- 
nificant shifts in racial attitudes across the country 

Approximately two-thirds of Americans feel problems between 
whites and blacks ^'will eventually be worked out” in the near future, 
according to the results of a USAlbday/Gallup poll. That percent- 
age is the highest since Gallup began asking the question in 1963, 
amid civil rights struggles, USA^Ibday reported. 

That level of optimism is critical in achieving America's promise 
that w^e are all equal and that anyone can be anything. But there is 
a lot more work to be done, much of it on a personal level. Racism 
starts with individuals, so that’s how we'll have to end it. 

We can start with three small steps: 

Step t; Find friends who don't look like you 

By this, 1 don’t mean that your bud is an Abercrombie & Fitch fan, 
while you’re all about the Kenneth Cole collection. 

Venture outside monochromatic social circles to find friends with 
varying racial, cultural and even class perspectives. It’s more difficult 
to make culturally insensitive statements if you can picture the lace 
of an actual friend whom it could offend. 

Step 2; Kill the categories 

Please don't describe anyone as your (fill-in-the-race) friend. 

(mltural identity is strong, but it doesn’t provide any meaningful 
introduction, nor does skin shade outw^eigh all other aspects of 
someone’s personality This might be the reason a GQ writer, who 
is wdiite, failed miserably with a recent craigslist ad seeking a *‘black 
friend,” according to his account of his experience in the mag’s 
November issue, Flad he sought out fellow '^Guitar Hero” players or 
Scrabble-lovers, he might have had more success. 

Step 3: Shake off the stereotypes 

lust as every cute, well-to-do blond vou meet is not L.C.. from “The 
Hills,” not everj'^ brown woman is a neck-rolling NeNe from “The 
Real Flousewives of Atlanta.”! hat advice sounds like a no-brainer, 
but the continuation of stereotj-pes demonstrates ttiis thinking isn’t 
exactly headed into racial retirement. It stiU pops up in pop culture, 
including on a recent episode of “50 C'ent: The Money and the 
Power.” (Contestant Precious, who is black, taunted fellow competi- 
tor Nikki, wdio is Asian, by shouting, “(Clome do my nails.” 

Precious survived elimination, but that act would earn her an 
instant DQ in my crew". That example of ignorance is not intended 
to dampen anyone’s audacity of hope. But we still have to face racial 
reality. It’s great to be giddy wnth the promise of our president-elect, 
bur optimism is nothing without action.

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Gun charges dianissed 
against Peterson 

A judge dismissed all feiony gun charges 
against former Bolingbrook Police Sgt Drew 
Peterson on Thursday after the prosecution 
refused to comply with the Judge’s order to 
give the defense internal documents leading 
up to the charges against Peterson. Peterson 
was arrested in May for allegedly possessing 
a modified assault rifle. Authorities seized the 
rifle^ along with other weapons, after search 
warrants were executed in the investigation 
into the 2007 disappearance of Peterson’s 
fourth wife, Stacy. 


CTA reroute on Mag Mile 

CTA buses will be rerouted off North Michigan 
Avenue on Saturday for the annual Magnificent 
Mile Lights Festival. Michigan will be closed to 
traffic in both directions between Oak Street 
and Randolph Street starting at 5 p.m. and is 
expected to reopen at about 8 p.m. As a result, 
several buses will use temporary reroutes, 
including No. 2 King Drive, No. 6 Jackson 
Park Express, No. 10 Museum of Science and 
Industry, No. 36 Broadway, No. 66 Chicago, 

No. 70 Division, No. 124 Navy Pier, No. 145 
Wilson/Michigan Express, No. 146 Inner Drive/ 
Michigan Express, No, 147 Outer Drive Express 
and No. 151 Sheridan routes. 


DIRTY DINING 

Infestation forces closure 

An aggressive infestation of mice prompted 
the city today to close Maggies Food, 6600 S. 
Sangamon St. 

Inspectors from Mayor Daley’s Dumpster 
Task Force were in the general area to 
follow up on rodent complaints when they 
entered Maggies Food and noticed an 
extensive number of mice droppings virtually 
everywhere they looked, according to a news 
release from the Department of Streets and 
Sanitation. 

An odor coming from a freezer’s motor 
housing drew inspectors close enough 
to discover a dead, decaying mouse and 
additional droppings. Also, the grocery’s 
garbage collection bins in the alley were found 
to be overflowing, debris was strewn about the 
back yard area and housekeeping appeared to 
be non-existent, according to the release. 

A telephone listing for Maggies Food was 
not available. 


Tollways get HOT 

The Illinois Toll Highway Authority board hhursday 
approved a plan for high-occupancy toll lanes, known 
as HOT lanes or Green lanes. 

The plan is to install the lanes on much of the Ho 
miles of tvhicago-area tollways where traffic is heavi- 
est. Conversion will begin in 2010, 

One lane on each of the four Chicago-area tollways 
would be reserved for buses and ride-sharers, who 
would pay the normal roll. Drivers of fuel-efficient 
vehicles like hybrids or others deemed ‘^'environmen- 
tally friendly’’ could use the lane if they pay an extra 
charge. 

Motorists who drive alone also could use the HO I 
(high-occupancy toll) lane at a premium rate, depend- 
ing on congestion. 

(Critics of HOT lanes say they cater to wealthy 
motorists who can afford to use them. Thev also sav 
the lanes lead to more traffic congestion in non-HO T 
lanes. 

But tollway Cdiairman John Mitola said research 
from other cities that have implemented HOT or 
Green lanes — including Minneapolis and Seattle— 
has shown they improve overall traffic movement on 
expressways. 


Dentist gets 37 months 
in prostitution case 

A federal judge sentenced Chicago dentist Gary Kimmel to 37 months 
in federal prison Thursday for laundering money for a prostitution 
ring. 

Kimmel, who was arrested by the FBI m 2005 after being heard 
talking to pimps about their illegal dealings, had pleaded guilty last 
May 

He was accused of taking cash from pimps and buying them expen- 
sive cars. He also rented some of his nine apartments in the Marina 
'lowers complex to the pimps for their prostitutes to do business in. 

KimmeFs lawyer Joseph Lopez sought a lighter sentence, argu- 
ing the dentist was naive and didn’t understand at first he was doing 
business with pimps. Once he understood what was going on he was 
already mired in a financial mess with the ring. 

But Assistant U.S. Atty. Julie Ruder said Kimmel was a willing par- 
ticipant in a criminal enterprise that exploited women. 

'Tven if he didn’t know it from day one, he knew it very early on,” 
she said. 

She pointed out that Kimmel did dental work on some of the pros- 
titutes, including once replacing teeth knocked out by her pimp. In 
exchange for the dental work, the pimp gave Kimmel two hours of 
sexual services with another prostitute, which he in turn gave to an 
elderly friend, prosecutors said.

Most Chicago businesses are complying with the 
statewide smoking ban that took effect nearly one year 
ago, city records show. 

The Department of Public Health ticketed only 48 
food establishments for violating the smoking ban from 
January through October, The department said it has 
not issued citations to professional offices or 
other non-food businesses. 

One restaurant, Ashburn pizzeria Vito & 
Nick's, was cited twdce for violating the smoking ban. 

Citations typically are triggered by 311 calls, 
complaints via e-mail and mailj and routine 
inspections by the public health department’s food 
protection sanitarians, department spokesman 
Tim Hadac said. 

After a citizen complaint^ the public health 
department sends the business a letter alerting 
owners of the allegation and reminding them of tlie 
law and its penalties, Hadac said. A third report of 
^ an alleged violation sparks an inspection. 

“Fortunately the warning letters appear to 


work quite well,” Hadac said in an e-mail statement. 

The state smoking ban took effect in January Smoking 
is prohibited in nearly all Chicago public places and 
businesses including restaurants, bars, indoor theaters, 
concert halls, educational facilities, auditoriums, bowling 
alleys and skating rinks. 

The cit)^ already had a less restrictive smoking ban in 
place before the state law took effect. 

In 2007, the public health department’s food protection 
program received 126 citizen reports of alleged violations 
of the city^ smoking ban, Hadac said. A citizen complaint 
resulted in an inspection only seven times last year. 

In two of the seven cases, a citation was issued, Fladac 
said. 

(Complaints of alleged smoking violations spiked after 
the state ban took effect in January this year, Hadac said, 
rhere were 12 1 complaints in January alone but only 24 
complaints in September. 

“Predictably though, as (Chicagoans get used to the new 
law and as smoking continues to be less socially acceptable 
everyw^here, the monthly numbers are dropping,” Hadac

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RULES OF THE BAN 

» Smoking is forbidden within 15 feet of any entrance, exit and window that serves an enclosed 
area where smoking is prohibited. 

» No-smoking signs are required to be posted at every entrance. Free signs are available for 
download atcitvofchicago.org. 

» Ashtrays aren’t allowed on the premises. 

» Each day that a violation of the ban occurs is a separate violation. Under the law, a person who 
smokes in an area where smoking Is prohibited may be fined between $100 and $250, 

»The owner or operator of a business that violates the ban may face a $250 fine for the first 
violation, a $500 fine for the second violation within one year after the first violation, and a 
$2,500 fine for each additional violation within one year after the first violation and a 60- 
day suspension or revocation of any permit or license, under the law.

EXCEPTIONS TO THE BAN 

» Smoking is allowed in private residences unless these residences are used as 
a child care, adult day care or health care facility or as a home-based business 
that is open to the public. 

» Retail tobacco stores that have been in operation prior to Jan. 1, 2008, and 
derive more than 80 percent of gross revenue from the sale of tobacco and 
related smoking accessories are exempt from the ban. This exemption does not 
apply to any business with a liquor or retail food license. 

>^New retail tobacco stores that derive more than SO percent of gross revenue 
from the sale of tobacco and related smoking accessories without any type of 
liquor or retail food service may allow smoking only it the business is located in 
a free-standing structure occupied solely by the business and smoke from the 
business will not migrate into an enclosed area where smoking is prohibited.

The credit bubble has burst, 'hhe 
economy is tanking. Investors in 
the U.S. stock market have lost 
more than $9 trillion since its 
peak a year ago. 

But in industries at the center 
of the crisis, plenty of top offi- 
cials managed to emerge with 
substantial fortunes. 

Fifteen coiporate chieftains of 
large home-building and finan- 
cial-services firms each reaped 
more than $100 million tn cash 
compensation and proceeds 
from stock sales during the past 
five years, according to a Wall 
Street Journal analysis. Four of 
those executives, including the 
heads of Lehman Brothers and 
Bear Stearns, ran companies that 
have filed for bankrup tcy protec- 
tion or seen their share prices fall 
more than 90 percent from their 
peak. 

The study which examined 
filings at 120 public companies, 
showed that top executives and 
directors of the firms cashed out 
a total of more than S21 billion 
during the period- 

(Congress has held several hear- 
ings attacking Wall Street chief- 
tains and others for perceived 
excesses given the state of their 
companies and the economy. 
America's boardrooms also are 
wrestling with the issue, trying 
to formulate pay plans that give 
proper long-term incentives. 

This week, Goldman Sachs, 
which recently received govern- 
ment funds, said its top brass 
would forgo bonuses for tliis year. 
Swiss banking giant UBS AG 
said it would hold some future 
compensation for executives in 
escrow, and pay it out only for 
strong long-term performance. 

EXECUTIVE’S SIDE 

Many executives highiighted 
in the Wall Street Journal study 
defended their compensation, 
noting the cash they took out 
was tied to strong results and 
that shareholders flourished 
along with them. Some officials 
executed regularly scheduled 
sales of stock.

Messy neighborhood means ruder neighbors 


Does a messy neighborhood make a difference 
on how people act? It sure does! 

Graffiti on the w^alls, trash in the street, bicy- 
cles chained to a fence, all resulted in a decline 
in how people behaved in a series of experi- 
ments. 

A bit of litter or graffiti didn’t lead to preda- 
tory crime, but actions ranging from littering 


to trespassing and minor stealing all increased 
when people saw evidence of others ignoring 
the rules of good behavior, Dutch researchers 
reported in I'hursday’s online edition of the 
journal .Science. 

Here’s an example. 

The researchers found a tidy alley in a shop- 
ping area where people parked their bicycles. 


There was a no-littering sign on the wall. 

T he researchers attached flyers for a nonexis- 
tent store to the bike handlebars and observed 
behavior. Under normal circumstances, 33 per- 
cent of riders littered the alley with the flyer. 
But after researchers defaced the alley wall with 
graffiti, the share of riders w ho littered with the 
flyers jumped to 69 percent.

redit-card 
users get hit 


The Federal Reserve has slashed its bench- 
mark rate to i percent, yet many people 
are getting hit with higher rates and fees 
on their credit cards. 

Normally, when the Fed cuts rates, 
credit-card issuers follow suit, resulting in 
lower monthly payments for cardholders. 
Though average credit-card rates have fall- 
en slightly as the Fed has cut interest rates, 
banks and retailers are trying to offset ris- 
ing losses in their credit-card operations. 

Even customers who pay their bills on 
time will find it more expensive to carry 
a balance. 

For example, C^hase is raising its rates 
on credit-card cash advances and over- 
draft protection, as well as its default rate. 
The bank also will start charging a new 
Sio monthly service fee to some cardhold- 
ers who have been carrying large balances 
for at least two years, while raising their 
monthly minimum payments to 5 percent 
of their outstanding balance, from 2 per- 
cent.

Stefanyshyn-PipeFs tool bag slipped 
away Tuesday after one of the grease guns 
inside exploded and got bits of the dark 
gi'ay stuff every where. She later owned up 
to making a mistake by not checking to 
make sure the bag was secured. 

With two grease guns lost in space, only 
wo remained for all the repair work, each 
with a different type of nozzle to reach 
different parts of the clogged solar wing- 
rotating joint. That meant Stefanyshyn- 
Piper and Kimbrough had to share the 
remaining grease guns and other tools. 

Meanwhile, much cleaner and less 
grueling home improvements continued 
inside the space station. Over the week- 
end, Endeavour delivered an extra bath- 


room and kitchen, two more bedrooms 
and a recycling system for turning urine 
and sweat into drinking water. The first 
sip won’t happen until next spring; NASA 
wants to return samples aboard Endeavour 
and the next visiting shuttle, to make sure 
the recycled water is safe. 


THE POINT 

The spacewalkers' primary job 220 
miles up was to clean and lubricate the 
massive joint that controls the solar 
wings on the right side of the space 
station, and to replace its bearings.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan Pakistan protest- 
ed to the US. ambassador Thursday 
over a deep cross-border missile strike, 
and a militant group threatened to target 
foreigners unless the attacks stop. 

Pakistani intelligence officials say the 
LIS, has staged some 20 missile strikes on 
Pakistani territory since August, almost all 
of them aimed at the lawless tribal region 
along the Afghan border. But for the first 
time Wednesday the missiles targeted 
militants beyond the tribal areas, deeper 
inside Pakistan. Six suspected insurgents 
were killed. 


The strikes have strained relations 
between the allies, who are fighting A 1 
Qaeda and laliban militants blamed for 
attacks on U.S. and NATO troops in 
Afghanistan as well as within Pakistan. A 1 
Qaeda leaders Osama bin Laden and his 
deputy Ayman al-Zawahri are believed to 
be hiding along the border. 

Pakistan, which called the attack a 
""great provocation/’ said the US. strikes 
undermine public support for fighting 
insurgents. I'he U.S. rarely confirms 
or denies involvemenc in strikes inside 
Piiltistan, which are believed to be carried 


out mainly by unmanned CIA drones 
flown from Afghanistan. 

Also Thursday militant leader Hafiz 
Gul Bahadur warned that his men would 
launch suicide attacks on foreigners and 
government targets around the country 
unless the raids stop. 

Phe Pakistani government is clearly 
involved in these attacks bv American 
spy planes so we will target government 
interests as well as foreigners/’ Bahadur’s 
spokesman, Ahmedullah Ahmedi, told 
The Associated Press by telephone from 
an undisclosed location.

Getting chose meals to the city’s 
army of office workers is the job 
of the dabbawallas, who deliver to 
some 500,000 customers each day 

Jaideep Bhattacharya, the 
head of marketing at L^TI Asset 
Management, said the delivery men 
were the perfect way to advertise 
the company’s mutual fund at a time 
wfoen finances were strained. 

It’s also a boon for the dabbawallas, 
who have become an integral part 
of Mumbai’s landscape, often seen 
on bicycles and trains balancing 
wooden crates filled with lunch 
boxes on their heads.

The Bears are coming off a blowout loss far out of character 
with the rest of their middle-oTthe-road season. 

On Sunday, they’ll attempt to regain their footing in a bal- 
anced NFC^ North race against a team much more accus- 
tomed to getting manhandled. The St. Louis Rams (2-8) have 
been outscored 75-3 in the first half the last two weeks and 
have lost five times by 20 or more points. 

The Bears (5-5) were awful in a 37-3 loss at 
Green Bay last week that cost them a chance 
of taking control of the division. They’re in a 
three-way tie with the Vikings and Packers, 
but with plenty of time to put it all together. 

“We’re on one week, the next week w^eVe off,” defensive 
back Danieal Manning said. “Once w^e circle the wagons and 
believe w'hat the next man’s job is to do, we’ll be fine.” 

From quarterback Kyle Orton’s perspective, there’s no 
point in revisiting the Bears’ lone loss by more than seven 
points. 

Orton was ineffective last week after returning from a 
sprained right ankle that sidelined him for I'A games, and 
limped much of the time against the Packers after taking a 
shot from Aaron Kampman. He’s thrown 15^6 consecutive 
passes without an interception, only r8 shy of the franchise 
record. 

But the Bears have yet to build any real momentum, never 
winning more than tw^o straight. Mistake-avoidance hasn’t 
meant much yet. 

“What you do from this point forward is going to deter- 
mine wTetheryou make the playoffs,” Orton said. “Not wdiat 
you did the previous 10 games, but what you do the next six. 


We need to get a wan streak going.” 

And keep the Rams dowm wath another fast start. 

“1 don’t know" necessarily the reason for it, but teams have

Orton said. “We’ll obviously try to do that as well.” 

riie Bears have woes on both sides of the ball, although not 
to the Ranis’ extent. (Chicago defensive players weren’t talk- 
ing earlier in the practice week after Warren 
Sapp, now working for “Inside the NFL,” 
ripped them on a local radio program. 

“1 really don’t listen to anything 
Warren Sapp has to say; it’s about 
what we do in here,” Manning ^ 
said. “We have the team. We have the players.” 

Four of the Bears’ last five opponents have 
averaged better than 40 percent success on third 
down. The Packers were at 50 percent (7-for-i4) 
last week, and scored on drives of 73 and yards last 

week. 

“We have a couple things that wc need to improve on,” 
coach Lovie Smith said. “If you look at last week, we didn’t 
do a lot well.” 

Smith built his reputation on defense with the Rams, serv- 
ing as defensive coordinator and assistant head coach from 
2001-03. 

He and the rest of the coaching staff are worried the Bears 
will bring out the best in a Rams team that w^asn’t a punching 
bag in victories over the Redskins and Gowboys. 

“You put the film on and you don’t see a 2-S team,” offen- 
sive coordinator Ron Turner said.

They are, namely the Cullens, an ad-hoc 
family of white-complected, crazy-eyed 
outsiders who are accepted, more or less, by 
the rest of the student body (sort of the way 
Michael Jack son might be, should he re-enroll 
in high school). 

From the moment they meet, Bella and 
Edward Cullen (Robert Pattinson) experience 
a magnetism so strong it repels. Ultiniarely 
in a process that develops more quickly than 
it does in the books, Bella is exposed to the 
Cullen family and their unorthodox dining 
habits. 


“In my role, Pm a child,” Stewart said. “He’s 
not— he’s 108 years old.

T he full-blooded dialogue of “Twilight” 
does, at times, feel a bit engorged.

“It’s the first movie Pve done that has got- 
ten so much notice,” she said- 'And it doesn’t 
even have to be good. If the movie flops, 
we’ll get just as much press for like, ‘Wow, 1 
can’t believe that movie w^as horrible and it 
flopped.’ You know?” 

That’s not what people want to know from 
an actress who’s been working all her short 
life for a chance like “Twilight.” It’s all sud- 
denly become more immediate, and a little 
scary. 

“If this were my first movie, 1 would not be 
able to handle this, I don’t think,” she said. 
“1 have a couple more posts on LVIDB now, 
or a few more photos on Wireimage, but 
what else does It do for me, besides facilitate 
me making the next movie I want to make? 
Nothing.”
